LATEST REPORTS 
Ecuador, 1938 (No. 722) 


The years 1937 and 1938 were periods of 
difficulty and uncertainty both in the political 
and economic spheres and the rapidity with 
which economic legislation has been issued 
and repealed has resulted in a slackening 
of all activities. 
Thediscriminatory treatment against United 
Kingdom trade with Ecuador, brought 
about by the imposition of 50 per cent. sur- 
charge on the normal customs duties, has 
been most detrimental to United Kingdom 
manufacturers. Representations are being 
made for the removal of the surcharge on 
United Kingdom goods on the grounds 
that the balance of trade between Ecuador 
and the United Kingdom is in fact not so 
unfavourable to the former as the Ecuadorian 
figures would indicate. 


El Salvador, October, 1938 (No. 720) 


The commercial modus vivendi regulating 
trade between the United Kingdom and 
El Salvador and providing mutual most- 
favoured-nation treatment has been renewed 
to June 15, 1939. The United Kingdom 
has maintained third place during the past 
three years in goods imported into El Sal- 
vador, the first and second places being 
taken by the U.S.A. and Germany. There 
have been considerable increases in pur- 
chases from Germany but these have chiefly 
affected imports from the U.S.A.

Republic of Colombia, 
September, 1938 (No. 721) 


The period since 1929 when the last Report 
in this series was published has_ been 
notable for steady progress rather than 
for any,spectacular change.

Exports were only 14 per cent. less 
than a year earlier; those of food, drink and tobacco 
rose 2 per cent., while raw materials declined by 
1 per cent. and manufactures by 2} per cent. I[e- 
exports decreased by 9} per cent. The excess of 
imports over exports of merchandise was £85'] 
million, or £23-5 million less than in the first quarter 


of 1938.

TRADE IN MARCH 1939 

Imports, exports and re-exports were all lower in 
ylue last month than a year earlier, though the decline 
exports of United Kingdom goods was relatively 
gall, viz. from £42,155,000 to £41,635,000. Exports 
of manufactured articles were lower by £872,000 (3 per 
gat.), the principal reductions occurring in respect of 
on and steel (£721,000), cotton yarns and manufac- 
qures (£294,000) and machinery (£258,000); these were 
yattly offset by increases for vehicles (£391,000), mis- 
gllaneous manufactures (£232,000), non-ferrous metals 
£918,000) and woollen and worsted yarns (£200,000). 
Raw materials declined by £89,000 (2 per cent.), owing 
a drop of £165,000 in the value of coal exports. 
for food, drink and tobacco an increase of £347,000 
12 per cent.) was recorded, of which £275,000 was in 
respect of beverages and cocoa preparations. 


The value of imports last month, £77,976,000, was 
{6,877,000 (8 per cent.) less than a year earlier. 
Imports of food, drink and tobacco declined by 
£360,000 (4 per cent.), of raw materials by 
£4427,000 (18 per cent.) and of manufactured articles 
by £1,242,000 (5 per cent.). In the food, drink and 
bacco class, grain and flour fell by £1,297,000, fresh 
uit and vegetables by £686,000 and tobacco by 
£595,000, but there were substantial increases for meat 
(£443,000), ‘* other food ’’ (£892,000) and _ living 
mimals for food (£308,000). Among raw materials, 
il groups but one showed declines, the most substan- 
til being for iron ore and scrap (£1,069,000), oil seeds, 
de. (£936,000), undressed hides and skins (£624,000) 
wd raw cotton, etc. (£609,000); the sole increase was 
frraw wool, ete. (£292,000). The decline in the value 
# manufactured articles imported was primarily in 
spect of iron and steel (£1,546,000), many of the 
ther groups showing small increases. 


Re-exports last month were valued at £4,923,000, 
which was £545,000 (10 per cent.) less than a year ago, 
the reduction being shared by all three main classes. 
The principal groups concerned in the decline were 
wn-ferrous metals (£341,000) and miscellaneous manu- 
factures (£137,000) among manufactured articles, and 
inressed hides and skins (£188,000) among raw 
materials; re-exports of raw rubber rose by £160,000. 
The value of goods transhipped under bond _ last 
nonth (£2,876,000) differed little from a year earlier; 
these goods are excluded from the records of both 
mports and re-exports. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
luing March amounted to .£31:4 million, compared 
with £37-2 million in March 1938. 


Movements of bullion and specie were considerably 
ager in March than in any of the previous four 
wonths, exports continuing to be much greater than 
mports. Imports amounted to £13°9 million, as com- 
wed with £4°3 million in February, while exports rose 
0 £687 million, as against £35°3 million in the pre- 
Nous month. The figure for exports was only exceeded 
y those for September and October last year. The 
ee movement for the month was thus £54°8 
million. 


TRADE IN THE FIRST QUARTER 


The total value of imports last quarter (£218,543,000) 
¥as £26,742,000 (11 per cent.) less than a year earlier. 
mports of food, drink and tobacco declined by 
*,667,000 (5 per cent.), of raw materials. by

Among raw materials, all groups but one showed 
declines, the exception being raw wool, etc., for which 
an increase of £1,615,000 was recorded. The largest 
declines were in respect of iron ore and _ scrap 
(£38,673,000), raw cotton, etc. (£3,379,000), oil seeds, 
ete. (£1,807,000), rubber (£1,733,000), paper-making 
materials (£1,361,000), wood and timber (£1,157,000) 
and undressed hides and skins (£1,065,000). 


Of the total decrease for manufactured articles, iron 
and steel were responsible for nearly two-thirds 
(£4,661,000); other substantial decreases were in 
respect of manufactured oils, including refined petro- 
leum (£829,000), paper, cardboard, ete. (£723,000), 
and non-ferrous metals (£619,000). Hight of the 
twenty-one groups in this class showed increase, the 
largest being £436,000 for chemicals, ete. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods during the quarter 
were valued at £119,129,000, which was £1,741,000 
(14 per cent.) less than a year earlier. Manufactured 
articles declined in value by £2,314,000 (24 per cent.), 
and the changes for food, drink and tobacco and raw 
materials were even smaller—a rise of £160,000 (2 
per cent.) and a decline of £114,000 (1 per cent.), 
respectively. Jixports by parcel post rose by £506,000. 

Among imanufactured articles, seventeen of the 
twenty-one groups showed declines, the most outstand- 
ing being for iron and steel (£2,960,000), cotton yarns 
and manufactures (£1,585,000) and machinery 
(£491,000). Of the four increases, that for vehicles, 
ete. (£2,941,000) was the most substantial, followed 
by non-ferrous metals (£635,000) and miscellaneous 
manufactured articles (£446,000); the expansion in 
the vehicles group was primarily due to the export of 
six war vessels. 


The increase in the food, drink and tobacco class 
was mainly the result of a rise in the “‘ other food ’’ 
group (£122,000). Among raw materials, seven groups 
showed increases and seven declines; silk and artificial 
(£271,000) and raw 
substantial rise in 


silk waste, ete. wool, etc. 
(£179,000), showed the 
exports, while the largest decreases occurred in respect 
of coal (£410,000) and unrefined oils, ete. (£210,000).

Re-exports last quarter, valued at £14,285,000, were 
€1,508,000 (94 per cent.) less than a year earlier. The 
decline in respect of manufactured articles (£1,900,000, 
or 89 per cent.) was responsible for this drop, non- 
ferrous metals accounting for £1,497,000. Re-exports 
of food, drink and tobacco declined by £149,000 (5 per 
cent.), but those of raw materials were higher by 
€507,000 (64 per cent.); raw rubber rose by £556,000, 
while a decline of £274,000 for raw wool, ete., was 
partly offset by small increases among the other 
groups. There was a small decline in the value of 
goods transhipped under bond, which are excluded 
from the record of imports and re-exports; the value 
last quarter was £8,037,000, compared with 
£8,205,000 a year ago. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 


during the quarter amounted to £8571 million, or £23°5 
million less than in the first quarter of 1938. 


Imports of bullion and specie last quarter (£23°8 
million) were only about one-third of those for the 
corresponding quarter of 1938, but exports were valued 
at £1189 million, compared with £32.2 million a year 
earlier. Whereas in the first quarter of last year there 
was an excess of imports of bullion and specie, amount- 
ing to £36°5 million, this year there was an export 
excess of £95°2 million, following export excesses of 
€68:1 million and, £85°6 million in the preceding two 
quarters.

Exports of coal last quarter amounted to 8,225,000 
tons, which was seasonally 1,214,000 tons less than 
in the previous quarter. Compared with the first 
quarter of 1938, the quantity declined by 335,000 tons 
(4 per cent.), the fall in value being 5 per cent. Ship- 
ments to er totalled only 1,054,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 1,782,000 tons a year earlier, and Spain 
showed a reduction from 328,000 tons to 33,000 tons: 
on the other hand, exports to Germany increased by 
194,000 tons, to Italy by 162,000 tons and to Denmark 
by 130,000 tons. The average value of the coal 
exported fel] steadily during the quarter and at 20s. 2d. 
per ton in March was 9d. per ton less than in March 
1938. 


Coal shipped last quarter as bunkers for steamers 
engaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels 
amounted to 2,468,000 tons, or 298.000 tons (11 per 
cent.) less than a year earlier, and shipments of fuel 
oil as foreign bunkers were down by 11°4 million gallons 
(18 per cent.). Exports of coke and manufactured 
fuel, though increasing by 102,000 tons (17 per cent.), 
were 4 per cent. less in value than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1938. 


Imports of crude petroleum showed an increase of 
25 per cent. over the previous quarter and 10 per cent. 
over the first quarter of 1988. while retained imports 
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of refined petroleum were also greater than in eithe 
of the earlier periods, the increase applying to egg 
category except fuel oil. This latter showed a heavy 
decline compared with a year earlier, with the regyj 
that the increase for refined petroleum as a whole Was 
relatively small. Exports of British refined petroleyy 
exceeded the figures of the previous quarter, but wer 
4:1 million gallons (11 per cent.) less than in the firy 
quarter of 1938. .

from Germany accounted for 2,800 tons, smaller reduc- 
tions being shown in imports from all other principal 
sources except Switzerland. 


Exports of British machinery last quarter amounted 
to 108,300 tons, or 4,600 tons less than in the previous 
quarter and 14,500 tons less than in the first quarter 
of 1988. Compared with a year ago, exports of machine 
tools more than doubled (from 4,000 tons to 9,000 
tons), and increases were also recorded for electrical 
machinery and cranes, hoists, ete., but most of the 
other descriptions of machinery showed declines, of 
which that for textile machinery (8,100 tons) was much 
the largest.

There was an in- 
wease of 23 per cent. in the quantity of silk tissues 
imported, the amount last quarter being the highest 
since the first quarter of 1935; this increase was due to 
the considerable expansion in shipments of bolting 
loth and Eastern tissues from Japan.

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Imports last quarter of sixteen of the twenty-five raw 
materials shown in the foregoing table were less than a 
year earlier, and in seven cases were also less than in 
the last quarter of 1938. Many of the decreases com- 
pared with a year ago were substantial, notably iron 
ore, iron pyrites, manganese and tungsten ores, cotton 
seed and rubber. Of the nine commodities for which 
imports were greater than a year earlier, the most im- 
portant increases were for soft wood, planed or dressed 
wood, and linseed. 


For the non-ferrous metals specified, declines were 
recorded in relation to both the earlier periods shown 
except as regards nickel, for which re-exports exceeded 
imports in the first quarter of 1938, and tin, retained 
imports of which exceeded those in the preceding 
quarter. tetained imports of both dressed and un- 
dressed leather were higher than in either of the earlier 
periods, while for plywood there was an increase com- 
pared with a year ago, though imports were seasonally 
below those of the fourth quarter of last year.

Aggregate imports of grain and flour during the first 
quarter of this year amounted to 53°3 million ewts., or 
6°5 million cwts. (14 per cent.) more than a year ago, 
while their value fell by no less than 26 per cent. to 
£152 million. Imports of wheat (29-9 million cwts.) 
were 8:1 million ewts. greater than in the first quarter 
of 1938, considerable changes occurring in the quan- 
tities received from individual countries; the principal 
variations (in million ewts.) were increases in respect 
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of Canada (46 to 75) and Roumania (00 to 4¢ 
accompanied by declines in the case of Australia (74 
to 4:2) and the Soviet Union (1-2 to nil). Wheat me,! 
and flour showed only a trifling increase in the tot, 
quantity imported, though here again marked varig. 
tions occurred in consignments from the principa 
sources of supply. For barley there was a decline jy 
imports from 4:3 million cwts. in the first quarter 
1938 to 3°5 million cwts. this year, notwithstanding 
expansion in the quantities received from countries jy 
eastern Europe. Imports of maize also suffered a gub. 
stantial reduction—from 15-9 to 14:2 million ewts,—, 
fall in supplies from the United States outweighing a 
increase in consignments from Roumania. Averag, 
values of imports of these cereals were relatively stead;

cipitous decline which took place throughout 1938 has 
at length been arrested.

The aggregate quantity of meat imported during th 
quarter (7°6 million cwts.) was slightly greater than 
year earlier, while the value of the imports (£224 
million) showed a trifling decline. Imports of chilled 
and frozen beef exceeded those in the first quarter oj 
1938, mainly owing to the receipt of larger quantities 
from Australia; this increase was partly offset by : 
reduction in imports of chilled and frozen mutton anj 
lamb, principally from New Zealand. For bacon ané 
hams there was no significant change in the aggregat: 
The average value of the beef imported tended t 
decline during the quarter and was, on the whole 
rather lower than in the first quarter of 1938; that o! 
mutton and lamb dropped sharply in March and was 
throughout the quarter, appreciably lower than a year 
earlier.

Zealand and Denmark caused a decline of 5 per cent 
in total imports as compared with the first quarter 0! 
1938; imports of cheese, on the other hand, were 6 pe 
cent. greater and those of eggs showed another 
expansion, especially in consignments from thé 
Netherlands and Denmark. The average value of the 
butter imported was at a relatively high level through: 
out the quarter, in spite of a set-back in March; chee 
and eggs each underwent a reduction in average values 
during the quarter (seasonal in the latter case), values 
tending to be lower than a year earlier, on the average 


Most of the principal descriptions of fresh fruit ant 
vegetables were imported in larger quantities during 
the past three months than in the first quarter of 1938 
but reductions in average values—particularly in 
respect of oranges, tomatoes and onions—caused the 
total value of these imports to fall from £9-7 to £94 
million. A substantial decline in imports of orange 
from Spain was more than offset by increased supplies 
from Palestine. 


Retained imports of tea were smaller than a ye# 
earlier, but those of coffee and raw cocoa increas? 
very substantially. The total quantity of raw coc 
received from British West Africa was nearly thre 
times as great as in the earlier period, and the larg 
imports of coffee also came from British sources 
During 1938 the importation of tea had been abnor

, total imports in the first quarter of this year was 
therefore not unexpected; the fall occurred mainly in 
ensignments from the Dutch East Indies, those from 
India continuing to show an increase. The average 
value of the imports tended to rise during the quarter, 
but was about 4d. per lb. less than a year earlier. 
The quantity of raw sugar imported increased by 16 
ner cent. owing to larger shipments from Cuba, St. 
Domingo and Australia; the average value of these 
imports reached a peak (9s. 3d. per cwt.) in January, 
iter which it declined to 8s. 3d. per ewt. in March, 
the value in each month being lower than a year 
earlier. 

As in the case of tea, there was some reaction in the 
importation of unmanufactured tobacco, following 
abnormally heavy imports during 1938. Total imports 
during the quarter amounted only to 69:1 million lbs., 
as compared with 86:2 million lbs. in the corresponding 
period last year; the bulk of the decline occurred in 
consignments from the United States. The average 
value of the imports remained relatively steady around 
Is. 4d. per lb., being lower than a year earlier by more 
than 1d. per lb. 


FOOD COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1938 


The *Annual Report of the Food Council contains 
the usual review of the course of food prices during 
1938, with the relevant tables and graphs. 

The general food index averaged 40 per cent. and 
the cost-of-living index 56 per cent. above those for 
July 1914, as compared with 39 per cent. and 54 per 
cent. in 1937. 

3ACON AND BREAD 

The conditions affecting the prices of certain food- 
stuffs are specially discussed. On pages 2-4 several 
paragraphs are devoted to bacon, with particular refer- 
ence to the effect of the Bacon Industry Act, 1988, 
and the regulation of imports. The Council express 
the view that imports should be so regulated as to pro- 
duce a substantial reduction in the price of bacon 


(page 2) and looked forward to beneficial results from , 


the rationalising of the curing factories. They regard 
the present supply of bacon as unsatisfactory in 
quantity. On page 5 they refer to the revision of their 
scale of bread prices in June 1938 and to the question 
of a reduction in the price of bread. They discuss the 
principles embodied in the Wheat Act (pages 6 and 7). 


Fisn AND Megat 


As regards fish, the Council refer (page 8) to the 
present arrangements by which the landings of trawlers 
are regulated with a view to improving the quality of 
the fish and the prices obtained. While sympathetic 
with these objects, they express the view that such 
regulations would be better applied by an impartial 
body. They repeat (pages 9 and 10) the conclusions of 
their recent report on butchers’ margins (see the 

3oard of Trade Journal ’’ of 9 March, pages 357-8), 
in the course of which they expressed the hope that 
butchers would reduce the recent exceptionally high 
margin of retail over wholesale prices for mutton at 
an early date; they also comment on the effect on 
prices of the operations of the International Beef 
Conference. 


Mirx anp Mix Propvucts 


Several pages are devoted to milk and to milk pro- 
ducts (pages 11-19). The Council refer (page 12) to the 
increased wholesale price for July awarded by Sir 
Stephen Demetriadi, and say that they would like to 
feel that the procedure of referring the proposed in-

crease in the contract price to a “‘ consulted person ’ 
can be utilised ‘‘ not only when adverse circumstances 
justify an increase, but also when favourable circum- 
stances justify a reduction.’’ They express their appre- 
ciation of the action of the Milk Marketing Board in 
discussing with them the general outline of the contract 
which they were proposing to put before the Central 
Distributing Committee for 1938-39. They comment 
(pages 12-14) on the number of cases in which re- 
tailers have charged more than the appropriate mini- 
mum retail price, and include in an index (pages 29-32) 
correspondence with the National Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion on this subject. The whole question of the present 
method of fixing retail prices, which the Council regard 
as unsatisfactory, is discussed on page 14. Certain of 
the provisions contained in the Milk Industry Bill, in 
particular the clauses relating to the distribution of 
milk and those providing for consultation with the 
Consumers’ Committee before prices are fixed, are dis- 
cussed on pages 16-18. Special reference is made on 
page 18 to the future position of the Consumers’ 
Committee. 
Poratrogs, Erc. 

The Council also refer briefly to the course of prices 
of potatoes, sugar, tea, vegetables, fruit (pages 19-21). 
As regards potatoes, they note (page 20) ‘* that neither 
wholesale nor retail prices have fallen to the same 
degree as growers’ prices.’’ They say ‘‘ we recog- 
nise the dislike of traders for violent fluctuations in 
price, but we should have preferred to see more effort 
to encourage the consumption of an exceptionally large 
crop by greater reductions in wholesale and retail 
prices.’’

1939, No. 403), which, as from 14 April 1939, increases 


the rate of duty on potassium ferrocyanide from 10 per 


cent. ad valorem to 2d. per lb. This material is used 

















mainly in the manufacture of ferrocyanide blues for 


printing inks and paints, and there is a minor usage 


in the calico printing trade and for the case-hardening 


of metals. 

The Committee state that import prices have fallen 
greatly, and arrangements with certain foreign pro. 
ducers, aimed at avoiding unrestricted competition, 
have failed owing to heavy imports from other sourees, 

A declaration has been made by the British makers 
as to the future price of potassium ferrocyanide which 
the Committee regard as reasonable and which will en. 
sure that the price will be maintained on a lower basig 
than was the case up to 1936.

The British Iron and Steel Federation report that 603,600 
tons of pig iron were produced in March, as compared with 
516,000 tons in February, 714,600 tons in March 1938, and 
a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. The March out. 
put included 96,700 tons of hematite, 380,100 tons of basic, 
100,900 tons of foundry and 11,300 tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of March numbered 95, as 
compared with 88 and 118 a month and year earlier. 


The March production of steel ingots and_ castings 
(1,170,900 tons) was the highest monthly production since 
November 1937, and compares with 971,100 tons in Feb- 
ruary, 1,115,800 tons in March 1938, and a monthly average 
of 638,600 tons in 1913.

According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
by the Census and Statistics Department, Wellington, ex- 
ports of merchandise during the month under review were 
valued at £3,728,271, a decrease of £657,774 below the total 
for November 1938, and of £688,666 below the total in 
December 1937. The factor mainly responsible for these 
declines was the small quantity of butter shipped in 
December 1938, only 161,556 cwts., valued at £951,090, being 
forwarded as compared with 366,537 cwts. (£2,298,692) in 
November and 276,565 ewts. (£1,840,625) in December 1937. 
On the other hand, wool valued at £1,155,7385 was exported 
in December 1938, as against a total of £660,488 in the 
same month of 1937. 


The value of commodity imports was £4,765,094, a decline 
of £18,317 below the figure for November, but an increase 
of £156,803 above the total in December 1937. 


As a result of the month’s trading in commodities an 
excess of imports amounting to £1 ,03 36,823 has emerged. 
In each of the last six months of 1938 the value of imports 
has exceeded that of exports, the cumulative excess of im- 
ports over the period amounting to £7,243,485.

768) is prohibited (except under licence). 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that, for the 
purposes of the Exchange of Notes of 13 April 1933, between 
the United Kingdom and German Governments, the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for February 1939 as 12,526,400 metric tons. 

This represents an increase of 67 per cent. over 7,500,000 
metric tons, and accordingly the quota for imports of 
United Kingdom coal and coke into the German Customs 
Area for April 1939 has been correspondingly increased from 
the minimum of 180,000 to 300,600 metric tons. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of 23 March 1939 con- 
tains a Decree dated 22 March 1939, which provides for the 
following modifications of the German Customs Tariff, with 
effect as from 1 April 1939:— 
ad Tariff No. 76 (Timber for building and industrial pur- 

poses, sawn lengthwise or otherwise dressed, not planed, 
hard): 

New Note.—-Oak wood up to 75 per cent. of the quan- 
tity which was imported, according to the official 
Austrian import statistics, into the former Austrian 
Customs territory during 1937 from the individual 
State, with permission of an Office to be fixed by the 
Reich Chief Forester under conditions to be laid down 
by the Reich Minister of Finance, up to 31 December 
1939—-Duty free. 

Tariff No. 88: New Note.—The Reich Minister of 
Finance is authorised to permit exceptions from the 
duty on charcoal imported for use in blast furnaces. 
Tariff No. 98: New Note.—The Reich Minister of 
Finance is authorised to permit in special eases, up to 
31 December 1939, exceptions from the duty on rubber, 
gutta-percha and balata, raw or refined, as well as on 
latex. 

ex Tariff No. 239: 
Note 1 (Revised): 

The Reich Minister of Finance is authorised to 
exempt mineral oil for industrial purposes, under Cus- 
toms supervision, wholly or partly from duty. The 
Reich Minister of Finance decides what shall be re- 
garded as an industrial purpose. The Customs privi- 
lege may not be granted for the manufacture of lubri- 
cating oil, lubricants, lamp oil or lamp gas and for 
heating and illuminating purposes. 

Note 2 (Revised) : 

The Reich Minister may decide that mineral oil 
imported under Customs registration procedure may 
be worked up in inland factories, and that when the 
mineral oil has been worked up the duty liability shall 
be calculated according to the quantity and description 
of the mineral oil so worked up, the oil products, by- 
products, residues and waste, processed at the time of 
its release from the Customs registration procedure. 

The following Notes (3 and 5) are abolished - 

Note 3.—The Minister of Finance is authorised to 
allow refined mineral oils suitable for illuminating 
purposes to be taxed according to volume, reckoning 
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100 kilogs. for 125 litres of oil at a temperature of 
15° C. 

Note 5.—The Minister of Finance is authorised, under 
certain conditions, to reduce the duty applicable to 
unrefined petroleum and to residues from the distilla- 
tion of mineral oils resembling tar, those containing 
paraffin and those of a pitchy nature not sinking in 
water, which products shall be further worked up under 
Customs control by the cracking process, whether or 
not after previous topping. This favour solely applies 
to concerns which during the year 1935 have worked up 
German crude oil by the cracking process, whether or 
not after previous topping. 


ex Tariff No. 245: Revised Note. 

The Reich Minister of Finance is authorised to 
exempt light coal tar oil, also asphalt naphtha and 
so-called carbureted hydrogen for industrial purposes, 
under Customs supervision, wholly or partly from duty. 
The Reich Minister of Finance decides what shall be 
regarded as an industrial purpose. For use as motor 
fuel, for the manufacture of lamp oil or lamp gas and 
for heating and lighting purposes the Customs privilege 
may not be granted. 


ad Tariff No. 309: New Note.— 

Acetate of calcium, up to 75 per cent. of the quantity 
which was imported, according to the official Austrian 
import statistics, during 1936 into the former Austrian 
Customs territory from the individual State, up to 
31 December 1939—Duty free. 

The quantities of acetate of calcium imported, accord- 
ing to the official Austrian statistics, into the former 
Austrian Customs territory from the individual State 
since 1 January 1939 must be set off against the quota. 

Duty-free clearance is permissible only at two 
Justoms Offices agreed upon with the individual State. 


ad Tariff No. 349: New Note. 

Wood spirit, crude, up to 100 per cent. of the quan- 
tity which, according to the official Austrian import 
statistics, was imported during 1935 into the former 
Austrian Customs territory from the individual State 
up to 31 December 1939—Duty free. 

The quantities of crude wood spirit which, according 
to the official Austrian import statistics, were imported 
into the former Austrian Customs territory from the 
individual State since 1 January 1939 iuust be set off 
against the quota. 

Duty-free clearance is only permissible at two Customs

Tariff No. 373: New Note.— 

The Reich Minister of Finance is authorised to per- 
mit exceptions from the duty on casein in special cases 
up to 30 June 1939.

In special cases the Ministry of Industry and 
(ommerce may as an exception authorise the validity of 
the permit to extend to such cases where goods are cleared 
into a Customs warehouse before the expiration of the term 
of validity of the licence. In such cases a clause will be 
atered on the import licence to the following effect :— 
“Import licence valid also in the event of the commodity 
ieing presented for clearance into a Customs warehouse 
tefore the expiration of the term of validity of the licence.”’ 


Paragraph 10 (as amended).—Where an import licence 
issued is not used, the fees are not refundable. 


In the following cases the Minister of Industry and 
(ommerce may authorise the refund of the fees on unused 
licences 

(a) if goods cleared on the basis of these licences were 
subsequently re-exported abroad with the con- 
sent of the Customs authorities; 


(b) if goods cleared on the basis of these licences were 
upon processing in Poland re-exported abroad ; 


(c) if a refund of duty has been applied on goods 
cleared on the basis of these permits as a result 
of an additional application of customs rebates 
or customs exemptions provided for in the orders

REDUCTION IN PRICE OF PETROL TO 
TOURISTS 
The ‘‘ Recueil des lois Fédérales’’ of 5 April contains a 
Decree, dated 31 March 1939, which extends until 31 May 
1940 the period during which a reduction of 12 centimes 
(previously 15 centimes) per litre is allowed off the price of 
petrol to foreign tourists in Switzerland. 

In the event of fluctuations in the distributing price of 
petrol the Customs administration may adjust the rate of 
reduction so that the price to the tourist will be 380 centimes 
per litre.

COUNTERVAILING DUTIES ON GOODS

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 30 March (page 493), the following is the text 
of the United States Treasury Decision (T.D. 49821), pub- 
lished in the weekly issue of the ‘‘ Treasury Decisions ”’ 
dated 23 March, giving notice of countervailing duties to 
be imposed, under Section 303 of the Tariff Act, on dutiable 
goods imported directly or indirectly from Germany :— 

The Bureau is in receipt of information concerning the opera- 
tion of so-called ‘‘ barter ’’ transactions through which the im- 
portation into the United States of merchandise from Germany 
is financed by means of premium prices for certain products, 
particularly cotton and copper, which satisfies the Bureau that 
such transactions involve the payment or bestowal of bounties 
or grants within the meaning of section 303 of the Tariff Act 
of 1930 (U.S.C. title 19, sec. 1303), 

Accordingly, notice is hereby given that dutiable merchandise 
imported directly or indirectly from Germany, which has been 
or shall be acquired by or through the disposal of other goods 
on a premium basis (regardless of the character of such other 
goods or of the method or means of such disposal), if entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption 
after the expiration of thirty days after the publication of this 
decision in a weekly issue of ‘‘ Treasury Decisions,’’ will be 
subject to the payment of countervailing duties equal to the 
net amount of any bounty or grant determined or estimated to 
have been paid or bestowed upon its exportation from Germany. 

Upon the entry for consumption or withdrawal from ware- 
house for consumption, on or after the effective date of this 
notice, of dutiable merchandise imported directly or indirectly 
from Germany, there shall be collected in addition to any other 
duties estimated or determined to be due, estimated counter- 
vailing duties at the rate of 25 per cent. of the invoice value. 
The liquidation of entries covering such merchandise shall be 
suspended and the facts concerning the manner of payment for 
the goods shall be reported promptly and in full to the Bureau.

The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
